Finally, their season's total of 
1.329 points has become a new scor- 
ing record for regular season play 
Last year's total of 1.145 had been 
tops. 

The Wildcats have only to rack 
up 136 points in their post season 
and tournament play to surpass the 
record 1.464 points fur all play now 
held by last year's squad. Three 
victories in tourney and post-season 
play will give this year's team an 
all-time winning record of 23 games. 
Both of these marks should be 
achieved in Southeastern Confer- 
ence play alone 

One of the things that makes all 
Kentucky teams great is the unsel- 
fish way that they work together as 
a unit. A good example of this type 
of sportsmanship and co-operation 
was shown in last Saturday night's 
game, when Jack Parkinson asked 
that Wilbur Schu. who was playing 
his last home game, be made hon- 
orary captain of the team for the 
night. A team made up of that type 
of players is hard to beat in any- 
body's league. 

The top lour men in scoring on 
the Cats' team this year have ac- 
counted for a total of 887 points- 
eight points more than all of their 
opponents. They have five men who 
have participated in all 22 games. 
And the top seven men on the squad 
have made 1.170 points— 25 more 
than last year's team did during 
their regular season.
